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Recent Lunar Discoveries 
It is only recently that the capital notion 
so persistently maintained by oerlain as- 
tronomers, of the niter lifeless waste of the 
moon's surface has been exploded. The 
way this idea got prevalence was in denying 
the existence of an atmosphere about the 
moon, a state of things that would of neces- 
sity exclude the existence of water and or- 
ganic life from our satellite. This theory 
led to the further denial of heat in the lunar 
rays, from which flows a multitude of 
»rri>:s. 

But Knox ami Melvin have proved by 
exact observations that there is heat in the 
moonshine, and Zantodeschi has measured 
it in its etfects upon the mimose, while an 
English scholar has demonstrated that the 
earth is colder in ilie first quarter of the 
moon than it is in the second. 

Again, moonshine exerts a wonderful in- 
fluence on plants. Li^h t enables them to 
absorb carbon from the carbonic acid gas of 
the aim mph'ere, ami this is their daily- 
work. They sleep at night, except when 
the moonlight awakes ihern up, and sets 
them to work again. So the fanner is right 
who sows his seed just before the full of the 
moon, for the plants come up about the lime 
of the new moon and pass their infancy un- 
der the dark nights, but when the lull moon 
comes, its light sets them to woik, and thus 
the process of growing is continued night 
and day, while « contrary course is injurious 
to the tender plant, ■which requires sleep. 

The sailors say that the moon eats up the 
clouds, and Whewell and Quetelet have 
proved the truth of the observation, by show- 
ing that more rain falls in the dark of the 
moon than in the second arid third quarters. 

Webb has shown, by a careful comparison 
of the present appearance of the moon's sur- 
face with that made by Miedlcr twenty years 
ago, that it has undergone great changes. — 
Several of the minor craters have assumed 
different shapes. These changes indicate the 
existence of air and water Seeehi has de- 
monstrated that tho peaks of the highest 
mountains of the moon are covered with 
snow. De la Hive lias discovered that what 
used to be regarded ns barren plains are ox- 
lonsivo forests. Schwade, the discoverer of 
•lie periodical time of the sun's spots, sus- 
tains this diseovory of Do la Hive's. After 
• i careful examination, ho found furrows to 
consist of trees, leafless at ono season and in 
full foliage at another, for tho changes in 
rhoir appearance are periodic. Hence iin- 
-ther proof id' atmosphere and water, and all 
the phenomena incident to the existence of 

tho elements.

Postal Communications. 



If we aucceed— as we will— in building 
up these colonics, and in elevating them 
from a barron waste to a high degree of 
prosperity, we will only have ourselves to 
,hank for the achievement. Thrown entire- 
ly on our own resources by the Imperial 
Government, we are compelled to provide 
every public convenience at our own ex- 
pense. We have got nothing from the 
Home Government, if we except the appro- 
propriations for the Engineers in British 
Columbia, which is to end next March ; and 
we are told that we need expect nothing. 
We are, and are to be self-supporting colo- 
nic. VVe must pay our civil list; make 
our own improvements; in shoit, find the 
Ways and Means to meet the ordinary ex- 
penses of the local governments, whatever 
they may amount to. The only favor that 
we may expect to continue is the occasional 
visits of the naval forces, who are instructed 
to act as a general poiice. In this state of 
thin fe .. colonial loyalty is indeed of a hardy 
growth. Early weaned by its parent ; early 
taught to earn our own living; check-mated 
over and sgain by the ignorance of officials 
in Downing Street; our inalienable rights 
being withheld ; exposed to attacks from 
national enemies in whom we had no say 
in the making; deprived of all treaty- 
making powers ; and held in a subordinate 
position as mere municipalities, in compari- 
son with our brethren at home ;— still our 
loyalty is of such a sturdy growth that we 
submit without repining to our subordinate 
lot, take our chance of sharing in the na- 
tional fortunes in war and peace, and re- 
ceive no appropriation from the national 
treasury, and yet we are willing at all 
times to jeopardize life and limb in defence 
ot tho Hag that lias braved the battle and 
the breeze a thousand years. We must say 
that, under the circumstances, colonial loy- 
alty is made of sterner stuff than in old 
England ; for they would not be deprived 
of their rights as we are without revolution. 

If we take a solitary item— postal com- 
munication-^ find that the entire expense 
is defrayed from our pockets. And if we 
compare our position in that respect with 
our territorial and state neighbors across the 
line— communities ns young as ourselves, 
we will find the comparison disadvantageous 
to at, and unfavorable to England. Thero 
the federal government with parental solici- 
tude, at an immense expense, supports thou- 
sands of miles of mail communication nt an 
immense loss, to the national treasury. 
Whilst here, the entire department, not only 
in its management but in its expense, de- 
pends on the local governments; and Eng- 
land pays not a dime for our internal pontal 
relations. We derive tho direct advantage 
—small as it is— from our post-oliice de- 
partment; but they derive greater advan- 
tages than we do at a smaller expense. No 
community there is so insignificant that the 
ramifications of the post-oflice do not reach, 
we may almost say gratuitously. It is not 
surprising then that new states and terri- 
tories spring suddenly into being, teeming 
with thousands of intelligent, enterprUinp, 
and thrifty people. The soliccude and fos- 
tering care of the federal government for 
their welfare does it. And our small and 
;.nlai«d communities, by the niggardly po- 
provulo Tor themselves. 

It i.i eanily seen what a powerful stimu- 
lus would ho given to this Colony, had we 
also a federal government. Wore Itritish 
America oonioltdatod into n federal govern- 
ment, we would bfl foitored. Wo would be- 
come part and pareol of ft great eon federation, 
akin to nationality; und share in tho distri- 
bution of tho federal revenue. Instead of 
ploobing OUMOlvee to pay our postal depart- 
ment; or draw from our Hcauty hoards nn 

appropriation ho imall that it is inadequate u» 

the service required, cheeking iiiHtead of dis- 
seminating intelligence, tho federal treasury 
of four millions of Englishmen would extend 
to us substantial aid corresponding with the 
times, and suited to our exigencies. 

We are assured there is no hopo of aid 
from tho Imperial treasury, und wo believe 
it will bo many a long day before n federal 
union Of Uritish America will include the 
Paotflfl colonies. In this statu id' affairs wn 
linvo only to do the best wo can ; und to do 

thatwe*xptot Wt goyentraent to direct its 



attention at an early day to the postal rela- 
tions of our republican neighbors. And so 
far as it is possible to connect with them on 
the most advantageous terms. Already a 
daily lino of mail coaches has been started 
from Portland to Sacramento, a distance of 
six hundred miles. Two hundred men are 
making the road between Jacksonville and 
Portland. Six days are allowed for tho de- 
livery of tho mail from one extreme to tho 
Other from April till October; and twelve 
days the balance of the year. And the con- 
tract has been let and entered upon at i»9U,- 
000 per annum. Between Olympia and Port- 
land a distance of 150 miles, thero is now a 
semi-weekly mail. The contract for tho de- 
livery of tho mail between those two points, 
is thirty-six hours. An offer has been mode 
by the federal government to make it daily 
on the aomo terms per mile as tho contract 
between Portland and Sacramento. This 
Mr. Windsor, the present contractor, has re- 
fused, except he gets it in addition to his 
present contract. 

There is every probability, however, that 
the arrangement will be shortly made, and 
a daily mail instead of semi-weekly, will 
loave Olympia for Portland and Sacramento. 
When completed, the daily mail for Olym- 
pia will be delivered at Sacramento in 
seven days and a half. As it exists now 
there is a delay of three days and a half at 
Olympia : when that is overcome, and daily 
mail communication opened between Vic- 
toria and the latter point, which will not 
occupy over a day, we would be put in 
communication with Sacramento every eight 
days and a half. Such is devoutly to be 
wished; and would prove a great boon to 
our commercial interests were il consum- 
ated. Instead of being kept in suspense for 
a week at a time waiting for the steamer, 
the arrival of a daily mail would be che- 
rished as such a valuable acquisition that it 
would never be relinquished. We trust, 
therefore, that it will receive the early con- 
sideration of the government, and measures 
be adopted, even at a little extra expense, to 
secure its enjoyment 



Launch of the "Flying Dutchman." 

Yesterday afternoon wo witnessed the 
launch of another stern wheel steamer from 
Laurel Point. She was launched about half- 
past two o'clock, and was christened by Mr. 
Jus. Trahey (who broko the usunl bottle 
champagne over her bows) tho "Flyin 
Dutoltnmu," after her owner, Cnpt. William 
Moore, who received that soubriquet in the 
fall of '58, while running a blue barge on 
Eraser River, from tho extreme rapidity 
with which he made his trips with freight 
from old Fort Lnngley to Fort Yale. The 
vessel was gaily trim mod with flags and 
streamers, and after she had reached the wa- 
ter was taken in tow by tho steamer Hen- 
rietta and made tho tour of the harbor with 
a select party on lonrd, who were well sup- 
plied with refreshments. About four o'clock 
she was towed to Laurel Point and anchored. 

The Flying Dutchman is 92 feet long; 
17J feet beam, and 1 feet 2 inches depth of 
hold. The stern sinks in, and thereby 
brings the wheel 26 inches nearer the boat 
than if the stern was " full." The rudder 
will work under her bottom. This is an in- 
vention of CB.pt. Moore, and, it is supposed, 
will prove an improvement on the old plan. 
Her machinery is expected in a few weeks. 
It is under construction by Spratt k Dehrio, 
San Francisco. Tho engine will hnvo 11 
feet cylinders and 3K feet stroko. The boat 
only draws five inches of water. The Fly- 
ing Dutchman will be fitted up in a plain 
hut substantial manner, with staterooms, 
cabins, etc. Her elegant model and finish 
reHeets much credit upon her builder, Peter 
Holmes, who has built four boats for Capt. 
Moore, nil of which are still doing good ser- 
vice on Eraser River. 

We wish the Flying Dutchman that sue 
cess which the enterprise and energy of her 
owner truly merits.

white and colored citizens were attracted to 
tho Supreme Court Room to hear the decision 
of tho Chief Justice in the case of tho mu- 
latto boy. Charles, who was taken into cus- 
tody the day previous under a writ of habeas 
corpus, whilst under arrest on board the U. 
S. Mail Steamer, Eliza Anderson. When 
Judge Cameron took his seat on tho bench, 
Mr. Attorney General Cary moved that the 
writ be filed. He read two affidavits, one 
from W. Davis nnd the other from W. Gerome 
on which tho writ was granted. The nffida. 
vita alleged that the boy Charles was a slave 
belonging to Major Tilton, of Olympia, W. 
T. That trying to make his escape to obtain 
his liberty, he had gone on board the Eliza 
Anderson, but that the Captain had placed 
him in custody in order to take him back to 
his master. He then argued that if there 
were any doubts about the right of the Court 
to discharge the boy on the ground that ho 
was found on board the steamer, that no 
doubt could now exist to liberating him, inas- 
much as he was now on British soil, and 
within the Court. Numerous authorities 
were cited to show that slavery was repug 
nant to British law ; that when the slave 
touches British soil he is free ; that the Court 
had jurisdiction over any vessel, whether 
liritish or foreign, within our waters ; and 
ho therefore claimed that Charles bo set at 
liberty The Sheriff's return to the writ was 
then read, stating that ho found Charles in 
the lamp-room, and had taken him into cus- 
tody. , , 

Capt. Fleming, of tho Eliza Anderson, 
appeared for the defence, and said that 
a, this case would probably be brought un- 
der the notice of the United Stales Govern- 
ment, he would only enter a protest against 
taking the boy out of his cuslody. The 
protest alleged that the boy was a slave be- 
longing to Major Tilton ; that he tried to 
escape by secreting himself on board his 
vessel, and that ho had placed him under 
arrest to return him to his owner, and 
ho held it was a violation of interna- 
tional law to take him from on board an 
United States mail steamer. 

The protest was recorded, when Judge 
Cameron decided that the law was clear ; 
that no man could be held as a slave on 
British soil; that there was no doubt about 
the jurisdiction of the Court in this case; 
and that the arrest by Capt. Fleming was 
illegal; and that he therefore ordered 
Charles be forthwith set at liberty. 

The decision was met by considerable 
applause and a few hisses. The boy was 
then welcomed to liberty by his colored 
friends. It was a righteous decision.

Steamboat Competition. — With the 
steamboats at present on the Fraser River 
route, and those under process of construc- 
tion, it is fair to presuino that freights in 
future will be low, and provisions cheap 
enough to suit the most confirmed grumbler. 
We have already built, and navigating the 
Fraser between New Westminster and Fort 
Hope and Pott Douglas, the steamboats 
Gov. Douglas, Colonel Moody, and jviaria— 
the property of the British Columbia Steam 
Navigation Company. Then we have the 
steamers Otter, Wilson G. Hunt, and Cale- 
donia, running from Victoria to the river— 
the two first to New Westminster, and the 
latter to Port Douglas. Then there is the 
Henrietta, which will resume her trips on 
the 1st proximo. Add to these the boats 
now building: the Hope, the Flying 
Dutchman, the Fort Yale, and the side- 
wheel constructing lor Captain Jamison; 
and the Beaver (which con he placed at any 
time on the route between this place and New 
Westminster) and we shall have n perfect 
fleet of steamboats ready for service by the 
1st of November. Twelve steamboats in the 
hands of eight distinct companies, and all in 
good order, is no mean force to be employed 
in carrying freight to the mines of British 
Columbia. All this competition, we feel 
assured, will assist materially in populating 
our sister colony, and in benefitting Victoria. 

Charge ok Attempted Rape. — John Sul- 
livan, a well known character, was arrested 
on Tuesday, on n charge of assaulting Mens. 
Perriscr, residing on Johnson street, and at- 
tempting to ravish his wife. The charge was 
heard yesterday in the Police Court. H. P. 
P. Crease, Esq., appeared for tho prosecution, 
and called to the stand Madame Perriscr, 
who testified to untuistakeiiblo demonstra- 
tions on the part of Sullivan. The accused 
denied the charge, and said he had not seen 
the woman for live months previous to yes- 
terday. He also said the charge was the 
result of an old quarrel between him and the 
woman's husband. His honor decided to 
postpone the further hearing of the case for 
♦light days, and asked Sullivan if he could 
find sureties to appear at that time. Sulli- 
van replied that he " wasn't quite sure he 
had done anything yet j but if his honor 
thought he had, he might keep the bull for 
-the damage"— meaning that he might as 
well be put in jail. So to jail John went. 

" Axotiieb Wiiiskv-Seu.ek Nabbed. — Of- 
ficer Blake, mi Tuesday night, visited the 
Songish lodges, and arrested n half-breed, 
named Narccss Montague, in the act of sell- 
ing a bottle of whisky to Indians. Nnreess 
had a large brown coat on, containing nu- 
merous pockets, in which he was in the habit 
of concealing bottles of the tangle-log. Yes- 
terday morning, the prisoner said he had 
been twenty-six years in the employ of the 
Hudson Hay Company, but didn't know 
there was a law against selling Indians whis- 
ky. He also said he didn't see why an In- 
dian hadn't as £ 1 a right to drink what he 

vdiose as a white man or negro. Notwith- 
standing his liberal ideas on the whisky 
question, he was fined £5, and in default, or- 
dered to be imprisoned for three months. 

Suspicious Circlmstances.— On Monday 
night, Mr. Cushnian, Secretary of Tiger En- 
gine Co. No. 2. heard a noise as if some one 
was endeavoring to enter the private room of 
the cngine-houso. Summoning special offi- 
cers McOeo and Phillips, search was mad.' 
and one Richard Gee discovered hiding in oil 
outhouse. He was drunk, and was taken to 
the station-house. Yesterday morning in the 
police court, ho was ordered to give hail for 
his good behavior for three months.

Latest from the Mines. 

the CARIBOO COUNTK V. 

Cayoosh, Sept. 20th, 1860. 
Editor British Colonist: — The news 
from tho Cariboo Country is very encoura- 
ging. .Several men came down here and re- 
port that very rich bench diggings have been 
struck lately, and that provisions are in great 
demand. Tho packers have been very busy 
packing to the upper Cariboo this last month. 
Business has been very brisk here this 
week. 

A GOOD CLAIM. 

Mr. Black was here last week ; he is from 
the Cariboo diggings, and has a very rich 
claim. His business was important (I think 
to record his claim), and ho returned im- 
mediately. I have seon some of the gold 
taken from his claim: it is very coarse and 
scaly, worth here from §10,50 to $17,00 per 
oz. He told mo the week he left, his com- 
pany nveraged $73 i,er day to the hand, and 
have heen doing so for the last three months, 
almost unknown to anybody. 

He also states that O'Rourko & Co. were 
making $50 a day to the hand not lar from 
Ins claim, and several other companies are 
doing full ns well. Ho says it is very hard 
to ascertain what the men arc making in 
the Cariboo diggings, but all soeui to think 
that they have struck the lead at last, and a 
great many are preparing to winter there. 
The general impression is that the Similka- 
meen mines are nowhere in comparison with 
the Cariboo diggings. About the forks of 
Quesnelle river, the cry was ,; Business and 
Cariboo." 

PROFITABLE BUSINESS. 

Our canoes still keep trading up and down 
the river to Lytton and seem to do very well. 
They bring lumber from Mr. Land's saw 
mill six miles down the river when they are 
coming up light to Cayoosh, and make it 
very profitable. Cayoosh is improving very 
fast ; a great many houses have been built 
this last month. 

THE STEAMBOATS 

On Lakes Seton, Anderson and Lillooet,are 
all running in connection and have regular 
hours for leaving. They are very fast, and 
can cross the lakes in 2 hours on an average. 
Passengers can go from Douglas to Cayoosh 
in 3 days. The Express makes it in 2 days. 
THE WAGON ItOAD 

Will be open for foot passengers or horses 
in 8 or 10 days, and will be completed in 
three weeks. At present, wagons can go 
within three miles of the lake. 

PROSPECTING. 

There have been two men out prospect- 
ing on the twenty-four mile portage for 
some time. They were sent by command 
of His Excellency the Governor. They 
have not returned yet. 

NEW BRIDGE. 
We have lenders out for a bridge to cross 
the Fraser River at Cayoosh. The terms 
are as follows: The contractor is to be paid 
by loll levied on same bridge for three, five 
or seven years, according to the amount of 
toll levied. 

THE INDIAN MURDERERS. 

The two Indians were tried for the mur- 
der of Chinamen at Iiig liar. The Indian 
shot by conslahle Flynn was acquitted, (it 
is said he will die.) The other was found 
guilty of manslaughter, and sentenced to 
two years' hard labor ; but he is running at 
large among the peoplo, lor want of a good 
jail. The Indian ought to be kept in prison 
when convicted, as tho other Indians think 
he has a good lime and hiyu muclc-a-muck. 
The Indians are very saucy, even to whites, 
when there are a good many of them to- 
gettier. They frequently stop lone men, 
and overhaul their pockets for tobacco, etc.
